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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed June 22, 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

In re pages 2-3, applicant argues that the shift of the display position does not 
have an affect on the frequency because the cycles (repetition) of the signal is the 
same, it is only the display position that has been shifted and that Nishino Kenji does 
not teach varying the frequency characters of the signal in a periodic manner. 

In response, the examiner respectfully disagrees. It is recognized that frequency 
is a repetition of the signal through a point over a given time. Shifting of the signal in the 
cathode ray tube to correct moire issues of Nishino Kenji anticipates the claimed varying 
a frequency characteristic because the frequency of the signal has been shifted. 

Additionally, shifting the signal for every line on the display of Nishino Kenji 
anticipates the claimed varying the frequency characteristic of the signal in a periodic 
manner as discussed in the last Office Action.
